The 
Gestapo and the SS are too powerful for

Our air offensive has been tremendously 
intensified and as we attack in growing 
strength, the Gestapo and the SS surely are 
finding that their job is also tremendously 
intensified. First of all, there are the physi 
cal difficulties. Each attack adds thousands 
of the dazed and weary homeless, deprives 
sections of a city of light, gas and water, 
disrupts transportation. 

There must also be-a weakening of 
morale. Each Allied plane over Berlin is 
another harbinger of German defeat. Each 
explosion echoes the ever emptier ring of 
party boasts and promises, 

As late as January, the Swiss writer 
says, the faithful Nazis were boasting that 
Berlin could never be attacked by day. But 
the daylight raids came, and party prestige 
must have fallen even more. 

Against fear, discouragement and weari- 
ness, Hitler’s brutish police are fighting a 
grim battle, but it is a losing battle. They 
are still strong, but we are stronger.

ILOTS DECIDEDLY LIKE JET-PRO- 

pelled aircraft, Highly experienced and 
critical test pilots say they are easily flown, 
very responsive to controls; and the high- 
speed rotary power units are so smooth and 
vibrationless in operation that they prefer 
them to orthodox types.

Don’t Want Socialized Banks 


THE BANKING SYSTEM ' 
By BRUCE HUTCHISON 
EBATE IN THE Canadian/ 

Canadian Parliament must 
have convinced the great ma- 
jority of Canadians that the| 
banking system of this country | 
should not be socialized. Actu-| 
ally, according to recent public) 
opinion polls, more than two-| 
thirds of the people were against 

Socialized banking before the 

bank debate in the House. of 

Commons. The facts adduced | 

in the debate should confirm 

their opinion, and buttress it} 
with facts. 

The chief argument against a 
private banking system is that it 
generally controls the credit poli- 
cles of the nation, a function so 
important, so decisive in its ef- 
fects on the nation’s economy 
that no power less than the gov- 
ernment should exercise it, This | 
is a weighty and, indeed, an irre- 
futable argument. But it cannot 
be used in Canada, for the pri 
vate banking system does not 
control the nation’s credit poli 
cies, the volume of money in cir- 
culation, the current rates of in 
terest, The state took control of 
all these things with the estab- 
lishment of the Bank of Canada 
and the vesting of its ownership | 
in. the federal governments, 


CONTROL ESTABLISHED 

“We have,” said Mr. Ilsley dur 
ing the bank debate, “the con- 
trol,we need for all the essential 
purposes of monetary policy. 
Moreover; we have it in an ex 
ceedingly simple form which en- 
ables us to exercise-over-all con-| 
trol without interference in the 
granting. of..individual credits.or. 
the transfer of deposits or any of 
the other business transactions 
of an individual bank.” 

The government's ‘contro! over 
monetary policy, as Mr. Iisley 
explained, is. exercised through 
control over the cash reserves of 
the chartered banks. By this 
mechanism the Bank of Canada 
can constantly regulate the flow 
of bank credit, which. is the chief 
medium of exchange, the chief 
“money” of the nation 

The practical operation of this 
system has been demonstrated 
during the war. Through our 
private banking system, under 
general gover ent control, we 
have created all the money or 
credit needed to finance a gigan 
tic war effort. The amount of 
money in circulation has ‘been 
governed entirely by the amount 
of goods in production, and has 
never been restricted to raise 
bank profits or to keep interest; 
rates high. Both have been kept

This has been rhade clear in all 
C.C.F. literature since the Regina 
Manifesto declared for “sociali 
zation of all financial machinery
